They Want the Spoils 


(Freeport Journal Standard, April 9) 


Illinois has just been given an illustration of the fact 


that the. battle for good "government is never fought to a 
finish, but must be waged again and again. 


Of twenty-five county central committee chairmen to 


whom State Rep. Hammack (D-Pinckneyville) sent a ques- 
tionnaire asking for their views on civil service, twenty-four 
replied that they would like a see the Illinois civil service law 
repealed. There was no division along party lines. Eleven 
of those who replied were Republicans and thirteen were 
Democrats. All' favored the spoils system. 


Some of the county chairmen attempted to rationalize 


their preference for the spoils system by saying that civil 
service is only a "phony" and does not really get rid of the 
spoils system, or that civil service employes are rude, dis- 
courteous and unresponsive to the public, because they have 
the protection of tenure. .But the frankest comment was that 
the victor really deserves the spoils, and you can't maintain 
the two-party system without offering rewards, paid out of 
the public treasury, for party work. 


The county chairmen of both parties are both a major 


asset and a major liability of their parties and of our form of 
^government. They organize and get out the vote, and give 
direction to what would otherwise be inert party opinion. 
But they are committed to the belief that merit in the per- 
formance of a public trust is secondary to parity service. It 
is true, civil service needs improvement. But no improvement 
will come from replacing it with an all-out spoils system. 


Highways Are Not Expendable 


A drive is now underway to stampede (the states into 


permitting the use of their highways by trucks larger and 
heavier than those allowed by present laws, and the needs of 
national defense are often cited as a justification. 


In the light of that, the opinions of experts are needed. 


Here, for instance, is what the president of the American* 
Association of State Highway Officials recently said, "During 
World War U entirely too many high ranking persons as- 
sumed that our roads were expendable.... A highway sys- 
tem cannot be considered expendable. It would not be possible 
to replace or repair it quickly, even if the costs in money, 
manpower, materials and equipment could be spared from 
other defense needs." 


Sometime back the commissioner, U. S. Bureau of Public 


Roads, said, "We are overloading our highways in their traf- 


- fie volume capacity and in their structural capacity . .. The 
results are so costly both to individuals and to the public, 
that they total a disgraceful and extravagant waste in the 
nation's true economy." He also said, "Road damage caused 
by overloaded trucks has in recent years grown to alarming 
proportions." 


The fact is that present state laws regarding the big 


trucks are extremely liberal for the most part—and in some 
cases are excessively so. Every motorist has seen the tre- 
mendous damage these vehicles cause—and all of us are 
helping to pay the bill. In some states construction of needed 
new roads has had to be postponed because of the excessive 
cost of repair and maintenance of existing arteries. The 
drive to force the states to allow still heavier loads, at a huge 
additional cost to the taxpayers, should be stopped in its 
tracks right now."

WASHINGTON—INEA)— Try- 


ing to put a finger on House of 
Representatives opposition to Uni- 
versal Military Training legislation 
is extremely difficult. Even the 
congressmen who are opposed to a 
peacetime UMT aren't very lucid, 
beyond saying that they "don't 
like it." 


Practically every public opinion 


poll shows a majority of those 
questioned in favor ot UMT. Most 
newspapers support it American 
Legion, which operates one of the 
most potent lobbies in Washington 
is for UMT. So are other veterans' 
organizations. Department of De- 
fense wants it. And the Senate has 
passed by an overwhelming ma- 
jority its bill which would put 
UMT into effect." 
^ 


Members of the lower house, 


however, are holding back. And 
since representatives are supposed 
to have their ears much closer to 
the ground than the senators, there 
must be some basis for sentiment 
from back home to support this 
opposition. Still, many congress- 
men queried on the point admit 
that their mail is about equally 
divided, for and against UMT. 


Supporters of UMT who have 


been following its progress in Con- 
gress say that you have to dig deep 
to find the reasons for opposition. 
They say it is a*'religious issue. 
Center of organized opposition. to 
UMT is in the church groups. 


Rep. Dewey Short, Missouri Re- 


publican, pointed this out in House 
debate by quoting a letter from 
the Rev. Harry Emerson Fosdick 
of New York, in opposition to 
UMT. 


SPEECH POINTS UP 
RELIGIOUS OPPOSITION 


Rep. Adam Powell, New York 


Democrat and formerly minister 
in the Abyssinian Baptist church, 
backed him by declaring "every 
single religious leader in the na- 
tion, Catholic and Protestant, is 
on record . . . against UMT." 


Then he cited the organizations 


that had testified against UMT: 
The Roman Catholic Council of 
Bishops, the Methodist church, the 
Presbyterian 
church, 
American 


Baptist Convention, National Con- 
ference of Methodist Youth, 
Church of the Brethren, Southern 
Baptist church, Society of Friends 
(Quakers), Disciples of Christ, 
United Lutheran church, Evangel- 
ical and Reformed church—"right 
on down the line. They 
against UMT."

to go against the religious leaders 
of his district. There seems to be 


the crux of the matter. If th< i 
church people are against a candi- 
date, he'll have a hard tune getting 
re-elected. 


The House has met this opposi- 


tion with a variety of subterfuges. 
It is proposed to change the name. 
Instead of UMT—Universal Mill- 
tary Training—it would be called 
NSTC—National Security Training 
Corps. That is intended to take 
some of the curse off of the idea 
by getting the word "military" ouf 
of it. 


Then the House Armed Services 


Committee attempted a colossal 
job of passing the buck. Instead of 
putting NSTC into effect itself, it 
abdicated its power and surrender- 
ed its much-vaunted constitutional 
law-making duties to a National 
Security Training Commission. It 
would consist of five members- 
three civilians, one retired regular 
and the other a member of th<£ 
armed forces reserves. No active 
regulars could be named. 


This commission would be given 


six months or more to draw up a 
set of laws and regulations on how 
NSTC should be run. 
JOB WAS DONE ONCE IN '47 


All this ground has been covered 


before. In 1947 a nine-man com- 
mission under Dr. Karl T. Compton 
reported that unless the U. S. 
adopted universal military servic^ 
it faced "extermination" 
within 


seven years. The Army in an ex- 
perimental camp at Fort Knox, 
Ky., worked out all the details ot 
how it should be run. The U. S. 
Sentae, as mentioned, has already 
drawn up and passed a bill which 
would put it into effect. All thii 
experience was brushed aside. 
.Instead, the House,substitute for 
this legislation would provide that 
its new NST Commission woul^ 
do the Job all over again and re- 
port back to the House Armed 
Services Committee. This commit- 
tee would then have 45 days in 
which to consider it, amend it 
further, and finally report it to 
the House for approval within an- 
other 15 days. It could Be disap- 
proved 
and 
killed. 
Whatever 


happened, Congress could duck 
responsibility and blame the com- 
mission. 
. 
• 


While all this is going on, much 


valuable time is being lost. Defense 
Secretary Marshall's comment has 
been largely ignored. It's going to 
take two years to put any UMT 
plan into effect, he says. You can't 
have nothing one day and a full- 
grown UMT the next. The system 
will have to be built up gradually. 
It will have to be phased into the 
draft It will have to be started 
now to be operative by 1953^ 
There's no time to lose.

Gen. Bradley Says Mac's Asia 
Policies Endangered 'Peace' 


CHICAGO—(AP)—Gen. Omar N. Bradley, five-star peer of Gen. 


Douglas MacArthur, today declared Asia military policies advocated 
by the deposed commander would "jeopardize world peace." 


Bradley was the first of the homecoming general's five-star broth- 


ers in rank to speak out publicly against the theory of carrying'the 
war to China since President Truman dismissed MacArthur last week. 
Bradley did not mention MacArthur's name. 


Last year's quick United Na- 


tions action in 
Korea, 
Bradley 


declared, may have stayed the 
Kremlin's hand as it was about 'to 
precipitate World War in. 


Bradley 
roundly 
backed the 


president's stand against Mac- 
Arthur's ideas and defended the 
administration's policy of limiting 
the war in Korea. As chairman 
of the joint chiefs of staff; Brad- 
ley has a large part in policy 
making. 


In a speech prepared for de- 


livery to the National Association 
of Radio and Television Broad- 
casters, Bradley declared: 


1. The Korean war, under pres- 


ent conditions, may be headed 
;oward a stalemate, but it can be 
brought to an honorable conclu- 
sion. 


2. The United States will not 


ivage a preventative war. 


3. The one price the U. S. will 


not pay for peace is appeasement. 


4. The use the Reds have made 


of air bases in Manchuria to date 
has not warranted U. N. bombing 
of them. 


5. Action against aggression in 


Korea upset Communist plans in 
Asia, at least temporarily pre- 
senting Red moves in Indo china 
and perhaps saving Thailand and 
'ormosa. 
6. Any attempt to settle the 


world crisis by an ultimatum— 
perhaps accompanied by a threat 
o bomb Russia—is militarily im- 
practicable and might backlash. 


Bradley made it plain that "I 


lave no intention of entering the 
oreign policy field or even urging 
a particular policy in the conduct 
if foreign affairs. 
Conduct of 


oreign affairs is a civilian re- 


sponsibility. ..." 


But, he added, "A soldier can 


often see strategic perils the lay- 
man might overlook. It is funda- 
mental that our foreign policy 
must be based upon our military 
capabilities to back it up."

The U. N. security council fol- 


lowed this up calling on other 
members to furnish military aid 
for Korea. Then on July 7 the 
security council 
authorized the 


creation of a unified command 
which was placed under control 
of the United States with the re- 
quest that Washington appoint a 
commander. Naturally MacArthur 
was designated. He was respon- 
sible only to President Truman. 


Thus the United Nations dele- 


gated responsibility for the con- 
duct ' of the Korea war to the 
UriUed States. 


In any event, the American led 


U. N. forces must hold South Ko- 
rea until a general political set- 
tlement is achieved.
